The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of reference, specifically EP 0,544,480 Al, teaches a process of decomposing a halogenated 
hydrocarbon gas by contacting the gas with a catalyst heated by electromagnetic induction. 
However, the prior art teaches that the catalyst be supported on a ceramic material, such as silica- 
alumina. These ceramics are used because they can withstand the high temperatures that occur 
locally around the heated catalysts, however, the ceramic itself is not heated by the 
electromagnetic induction source and do not represent electrically conductive carriers. The 
present invention, on the other hand, utilizes electrically conductive carriers, which are heated by 
the electromagnetic induction source. The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the use of such a 
carrier.
